H. Sheldon and Homer Browning Jr. 
For assessor, Fred S. Merrifield is 
the candidate and for Treasurer and 
Tax Collector Charles F. Slate. A 
new feature is the election of mem- 
bers of the Planning Board recently 
created. 


In the business of the session will 
be a report of the Zoning committee 
with its recommendation. 


The result of the state audit this 
year was very thorough and the re- 
port from Boston state that the finan- 
cial position of the town is good. 
Since much time elapsed in the ex- 
amination and officials of the town 
could not get in their reports as early 
as usual, the primting of the town re- 
port is slightly delayed.
